Our Capital Campaign is Launched 


A visitor center, new dining 
facilities, a refurbished Percy 
& Small Shipyard, an addi- 
tional interpretive gallery 
and a visiting yachtsmen's 
center highlight our newly-launched $3.5 million Hon- 
oring Our Seafaring Heritage Capital Campaign. Maine 
Maritime Museum has secured initial commitments 
that total more than $2.2 million, leading the way to- 
ward a successful attainment of the goal in 1999.

Under the leadership of Edward P. Harding of 
Brunswick, former Chairman of the Board of Trustees, 
the Campaign focuses on enhancing visitors' experi- 
ences when they come to the Museum. To make this 


possible, campaign funds will be utilized to construct 
several new facilities, among them a multiple-use fa- 
cility on the southwest side of the Maritime History 
Building. This structure will provide flexible space for 
dining, lectures, symposia and receptions, as well as 
usable space for children's educational programs and 
a Museum orientation film. Three thousand square feet 
of additional collections storage space are planned as 
part of this structure. 


An orientation gallery will be added to the north side 
of the Maritime History Building, through which visi- 
tors will pass to enter the historic Percy & Small Ship- 
yard. The new gallery will be filled with paintings,

We saw unprecedented activity here during 1998. The Victorian Designer 
ShowHouse was preceded by a major refurbishment of Donnell House, which is 
now ready to be worked in to the mainstream of Museum programming. We had a 
bit of Hollywood here in August for the filming of Warner Brothers’ motion picture 
Message in a Bottle, and I must say the rockbound coast of “North Carolina” never 
looked better, nor has our Boatshop looked more boatshop-like. And the visit of 
HM Bark Endeavour, which we sponsored in conjunction with the City of Bath was 
a tremendous hit among visitors and volunteers alike - and particularly so for two 
of us who shipped out as voyage crew, one from Portsmouth to Bath, the other 
from Bath to Halifax. 


Less visible then, but apparent now in this issue of The Rhumb Line, we undertook 
the quiet phase of our capital campaign, Honoring our Seafaring Heritage. We are 
well on our way to successfully completing this effort in 1999. We raised as much 
money for ongoing and special operations in 1998 as we ever have done ina single 
year, and our curatorial and library collecting activity increased by more than 25 
percent: there were nearly 160 donations of thousands of objects and documents. 
We received reaccreditation (for the third time) from the American Association of 
Museums. Among its 8,000 member institutions only 750 are professionally ac- 
credited and far fewer have been reaccredited. Our success in this rigorous process 
is thanks in very large measure to you, our members and supporters. 

| In our neverending search for excellence 1999 promises to be as intense, if a bit 
more orderly than last year. We want to meet or exceed our capital campaign goal 
of $3,500,000; mount five temporary exhibitions; conduct our Maritime History Sym- 
posium and an array of special program offerings; refine several components of 
projects to be financed by the capital campaign; and perhaps even begin some con- 
struction before the year ends, all in the course of achieving an operating surplus. 
We continue to be grateful to all of you in our extended family who regularly turn 
such extraordinary goals as these into realities.

Part of the modern appeal of travel by 
steamboat is the sense of a relaxed pace 
and gracefulness that pervaded those 
days.

Founded in 1845, the Boston & Bangor 
Steamship Company operated as a 
division of the Eastern Steamship 
Company after 1901. Their City of 
Bangor (ON 127029) was built in 
1894 at the William McKie yard in 
Boston, and carried as many as 700 
passengers per trip on various Maine 
routes until she was retired in 1927. 
The small ferry is probably the 
Emmeline.

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New Exhibits Make a Bridge to the Past 


Summer visitors will delight in two new exhibitions in the Maritime 
History Building. In the Peterson Gallery Library Director Nathan 
Lipfert has assembled an exhibit on the construction of the Carlton 
Bridge, the first span across the Kennebec River at Bath and a landmark 
since 1927. His subject is timely because a new four-lane bridge under 
construction will soon replace it. 


On June 25 we will open All the Go: A Celebration of Yachting in Maine in 
the Crooker Gallery. It will replace Tugboat Classics of Maine, which has 
been extended through June 6. All the Go will take a broad look at the 
history of recreational boating in Maine, which dates at least to the or- 
ganization of the Portland Yacht Club in 1869. 


By the mid-1870s yachting was very much in vogue as people discov- 
ered the joys of uninhabited islands, regattas and shoreside clambakes. 
The arrival of the New York Yacht Club fleet in 1898 marked an official 
beginning of interest on the part of yacht-club cruises “from away,” 
and from that time until this the Maine coast has been a destination for 
solo and group cruises, as well as a place where yachtsmen and women 
can count on skilled shipwrights to build the vessels of their dreams.

Highlight Spring Lecture Series 


Our ongoing Spring Lecture Series continues through March and April 
with a variety of topics guaranteed to bring you back again and again. 


On March 26 Lincoln Paine will present a lecture about the history of 
drink at sea through the ages. It's called “Scotch on the Rocks, and 
Other Tales of the Wine-Dark Seas.” Mr. Paine is a former editor of Sea 
History magazine. 


On April 1 Paul Fournier will relate his experiences of two years on 
duty aboard the lightship Portland. Mr. Fournier's lecture “Once Upon 
a Lightship” will address the valiant crews who endured perilous seas 
and the possibility of shipwreck to guide other ships to safe harbor. 


On April 8 Captain Patrick Toomey presents “Circumnavigation of 
Baffin Island by a Russian Icebreaker.” Captain Toomey, now retired 
from the U.S. Coast Guard is a consultant for ice navigation and trainer 
for navigators of ships journeying from Siberia to Greenland. His video 
presentation will feature spectacular fjords, Inuit villages and the natu- 
ral wildlife of the Arctic Circle. 


The Spring Lectures conclude April 15 when archaeologist William 
Kelso, director of the Jamestown Rediscovery Project; and Jeffrey Brain, 
project leader of the Popham Archaeology Project will present current 
research and discuss archaeological evidence linking these early colo- 
nial sites. Emerson Baker of Salem State College will begin the evening 
with an historical overview of these ventures to the “New World.” 


Drs. Brain and Kelso will also be on the site of Fort St. George, Popham 


Beach, from 10:30 a.m. to 12:30 p.m. Friday, April 16 to answer ques- 
tions. 


All lectures begin at 7 p.m. in the Maritime History Building and last 
approximately two hours. The cost is $6.50 for members, $7.50 for non- 
members, except for the April 15th program for which tickets will be 
$10 and will include a reception to benefit the Popham Project and Maine 
Maritime Museum. Reservations, much recommended, may be obtained 
by calling (207) 443-1316, ext.

Historian E.J. Chandler of Wis- 
casset speculates that the pinnace 
Virginia built at Popham in 1607 
may have later carried young 
maidens to Jamestown. He has 
found that “young and uncorrupt” 
girls, mostly waifs from London 
were “impressed” to the colony. 
If the Virginia carried supplies 
across the Atlantic as believed, 
Chandler surmises that her cargo 
may have included such “kid- 
napped” children.

We'll continue our annual presenation of ground- 
breaking research in maritime history, with some darn 
good sea stories into the mix at this year's Maritime 
History Symposium, April 30 through May 2. 


As customary, festivities begin with the Fish House 
Punch Reception on the evening of Friday, April 30. 
Presentations begin Satuday morning at the Commu- 
nity Hall of Bath Savings Institution, and include the 
presentation of the Captain W.J. Lewis Parker Award 
for excellence in the field of Maine maritime history. 


The roster of speakers this year includes David 
Cordingly of the National Maritime Museum, Green- 


wich, who will present the keynote Fitzgerald-Conley 


_ Lecture on the theme “Under the Black Flag,” a study 
derived from his book of the same name which de- 
bunks many of the myths and lore that have grown 
up around the history of pirates and piracy. 


Well-known modelmaker Richard (Frenchy) 
DeVynck, of St. Croix, U.S.V.I. will address “Ship 
Modelling in the 21st Century” and focus on the 
modelmaker's role in documenting maritime history, 
and how the computer age is changing modelling. 


Ralph D. Getson, Curator of Education at the Fisher- 
ies Museum of the Atlantic at Lunenburg, Nova 
Scotia, also a ship-modeller, will deliver a program 
on “The Grand Banks Fishery.” 


George King III, chief engineer aboard the steamboat 
Sabino at Mystic Seaport Museum will speak from his 
extensive research files on the history of this now- 
unique and marvellous vessel which began its ser- 
vice life on the Maine coast under the name Tourist. 


Nathan R. Lipfert, Library Director of Maine Mari- 
time Museum will present results of his latest study

The Boatshop crew are not waiting for the workshop 
to begin. They've already begun an important an- 
nual project which provides boatbuilding knowledge 
and teamwork skills to the eighth-grade students of 
South Bristol Elementary School. 


This year, as in the past, the school's Discovery Boat 
Builders' Program gives these students the opportu- 
nity to learn the art of wooden-boat building. They 
begin by learning to make essential joints, then gain 
practice with tools by building a tool box. The 
boatbuilding process begins when they make a half- 
hull model based on plans for the boat, after which 
they work as a group to loft and construct a plywood 
version of a Yankee Tender. The program incorpo- 
rates hands-on learning skills with Maine's Learning 
Results: real-life application of classroom subjects 
such as math and history. Students keep a weekly 
journal of their experience. 


This year's class includes Sarah Baglione, Tori 
Farnsworth, Michael Farrin, Linda Hanley, Crystal 
Kelsey, Amanda King, Kyle Lincoln, Billy Magnussen, 
Derry Salewski and Abby Stanley.

models, dioramas and other objects that tell the story of Percy & Small. 
The shipyard buildings themselves will receive much-needed structural 
and cosmetic attention, but more importantly, exhibitions within each 
will be enhanced and reinterpreted to best explain to visitors the meth- 
ods of constructing wood sailing vessels at Percy & Small and other 
shipyards in Maine. 


The centerpiece of the shipyard renovation will be an outdoor sculp- 
tural element evoking the size and shape of the great coal schooner Wyo- 
ming, built by Percy & Small during 1909 and now considered the larg- 
est wood sailing vessel ever built. This unique depiction will give visi- 
tors a real sense of the mass of this giant vessel, which stretched from 
Washington Street all the way to the edge of the Kennebec River. 


A grant from an anonymous donor will fund the planning and creation 
of this massive depiction, which will be installed at the exact location 
where the original schooner was constructed. Under the leadership of 
Trustee Nancy Connery of Woolwich a committee is being formed to 
oversee this segment of the capital program. The materials and means 
of execution will result from a design competition that will solicit con- 
cepts from leading artists around the nation. 


Campaign funds will also provide for the construction of a Visiting 
Yachtsmen's Building near the north pier. This new facility will offer 
bathrooms, showers and laundry facilties for boaters who visit the Mu- 
seum by way of the Kennebec and Sasanoa Rivers. 


The campaign also includes additional support for the Museum's en- 
dowment and other reserves to underwrite programs, overhead, and 
new initiatives. Finally, resources will be allocated for improvements 
to the Education Building, additional equipment for curatorial and li- 
brary storage, and replacement of the Museum work vehicle. 


The campaign has been led by the generous support of several founda- 
tions. Significant grants have been received from an anonymous do- 


nor, Bath Iron Works, the Libra Foundation, and the Mildred H. McEvoy 
Foundation. 


Under the leadership of Trustee Gregory Barmore of Harpswell mem- 
bers of the Museum's Board of Trustees have made early personal com- 
mitments totalling more than $650,000. Paid and volunteer staff have 
conducted their own campaign, led by Volunteer Council Co-chair Tho- 
mas Percy of Phippsburg and Registrar Darren Poupore of Bath. A 
special committee of employees and volunteers held informal meet- 
ings during the Fall of 1998 to discuss the project, and the group has 
raised more than $62,000 to date with participation by 81 percent of 
paid and volunteer staff members. 


Members of the Museum and friends will be asked to support the project. 
The Pacesetter Division, initiated in January seeks multi-year pledges 
of $50,000 or more. The Major Gifts Division will seek solicitations in 
the $5,000 to $49,000 range, and during the summer a general appeal 


will encourage Special Gifts. Campaign leaders expect to conclude their 
solicitations by September. 
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ShowHouse Results 
Prove Kemarkable 


Our Victorian ShowHouse in the 
summer of 1998 introduced Maine 
Maritime Museum to an expanded 
audience and became a superb co- 
operative venture involving much 
of the greater Bath community. 
Volunteers gave more than 6,000 
hours of service. Room sponsor- 
ships, donations for start-up costs 
and Committee member donations 
totalled more than $31,000. 


Donations of “in-kind” support 
services by caterers, landscapers, 
contractors and printers exceeded 
$52,000. In addition, design fea- 
tures such as wallpaper, murals, 
drapery and carpeting which re- 
main in the house after the event 
are valued at more than $31,000. 


The total of capital improvements 
to Donnell House exceeded 
$158,000 , including the designers' 
work, a new roof, a security sys- 
tem, HVAC heat and humidity 
control, plexiglass and ultraviolet 
window shielding, anew walkway 
and driveway, and landscaping. 
Donnell House is now a secure and 
appropriate space suitable for 
many uses as an integral part of 
the Museum complex.

A spencer (lest we forget) is a trysail 
set on a gaff abaft the foremast or 
mainmast of a square-rigged vessel, 
and sometimes set on its own short 
mast; presumably the “spencer 
mast” mentioned by Richard Henry 
Dana in Two Years Before the Mast. 
If Dana's brig Pilgrim in fact carried 
such a mast she could be classed as 
a snow. Those interested in such 
arcana are referred to the painting 
of the snow Clarissa Ann in the 
Family Fleets exhibit. 


The Rhumb Line 


An Interinstitutional Transfer 
Augments Our Historic Collections 


Museums are often thought of as acquisitive, possessive organizations 
that compete to acquire the material objects of history. But this stereo- 
type is frequently demolished when institutions help each other to build 
locally-important collections. 


Recently we received a parcel “out of the blue” from the Columbia River 
Maritime Museum in Astoria, Oregon. It contained the bronze builder's 
plaque from the U.S. Coast Guard Cutter Hermes, built by Bath Iron 
Works in 1932. The plaque was donated to the CRMM by James Dustan 
of Salem, Oregon. The staff at Astoria realized its importance to the 
people of Maine and sent it “home” as an interinstitutional transfer. 
Such transfers allow one museum to turn over to another artifacts that 
better suit the collections and mission of the latter institution. 


Weare grateful both to Mr. Dustan and to the CRMM staff. By the way, 
the Columbia River Maritime Museum comes highly recommended. 
Its exhibitions, focusing on Columbia River history and the Pacific 
Northwest are well worth a visit when travelling along the coast of 
Oregon.

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Qualified Volunteers

Documentation Project 


Boatshop Manager Will West 
hopes to establish a three-person 
team to document the MMM 
small-craft collection. He is seek- 
ing qualified volunteers who can 
work independently and as part of 
a team to record our historic boats 
and be present one day each week 
during the summer as a “ working 
exhibit” for the visiting public. 


Team volunteers will take mea- 
surements and also document 
scantlings and dimensions, which 
will then be transferred onto the 
lofting floor to develop tables of 
offsets. From these tables a rep- 
lica of the boat could later be lofted 
and built. 


The project requires volunteers 
who have a facility with math- 
ematics and a working under- 
standing of basic geometry. The 
team will work one day each week.

The Governor's Service Awards, Maine's “Honor Roll 
for Volunteerism” were presented recently to these volunteers, who 
contributed more than 500 hours each during 1998. 


James (Red) Robertson of Westport Island (above) gave the greatest num- 
ber of hours—1,325—building and restoring vessels in our Boatshop 
and creating beautiful models for sale in the Museum Store. Two other 
Boatshop volunteers shared the honors: Arthur Kettley of Damariscotta 
(895 hours) and Robert Sawyer of Newcastle (652 hours). 


Roy Wheeler of Bath contributed 620 hours in the Curatorial depart- 
ment and as a tour guide on the Grand Banks schooner Sherman Zwicker. 


Robert Niles of Phippsburg gave 574 hours in the Boat Shop, Library, 
and as a Museum tour guide. 


Our dedicated corps of volunteers participate daily around the Mu- 
seum.

A Century Ago Steel Sailing Ships Made News 


Exactly 100 years ago the shipyard of A. Sewall & 
Company in the north end of Bath reached full pro- 
duction of steel-hulled four-masted barks. Vessels of 
this type were developed and constructed principally 
in the United Kingdom, France and Germany to carry 
prodigious quantities of bulk cargoes around the 
world. Sewall's was the only American shipyard to 
build these final masterworks of sail. 


Sewall's four-masters differed from other Maine-built 
sailers because their hulls were made of riveted steel 
plates over steel frames. Steel was also used exten- 
sively for masting. Their sail-plan was only rarely 
seen in America and was considered unusual: they 
came to be known as “shipentines” because they car- 
ried three square-rigged masts like a ship plus a “jig- 
ger” mast rigged with fore-and-aft sails, much in the 
way brigantines and barkentines carry square and 
fore-and-aft sails on separate masts. 


Arthur Sewall, the “merchant prince” of Bath became 
encouraged by results obtained from operating a Brit- 
ish-built vessel of this type, the Kenilworth. He de- 
cided to build similar vessels for the Sewall fleet. Bor- 
towing on Scottish expertise and imported steel 
Sewall's shipbuilders launched the now-famous 


“shipentine” Dirigo in 1894. She was followed in 1898 
by the Erskine M. Phelps. 


On February 23, 1899 the firm launched its third 
“shipentine,” the Arthur Sewall, followed October 3 
by her sister, the Edward Sewall. The launching of the 
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smaller three-masted steel bark Kaiulani on Decem- 
ber 2 closed out the year. 


Arthur Sewall lived to see these vessels put overboard 
but his death in 1900 robbed him of the chance to 
approve the final evolutions of the design as carried 
out in the William P. Frye of 1901 and three similar 
barks built under contract to Standard Oil of New 
York: the Astral and Acme of 1901 and the Atlas of 
1902. Standard Oil intended them as case-oil (kero- 
sene) transports to China and Japan. 


The Arthur Sewall vanished during 1907 and the Wil- 
liam P. Frye was sunk by a German cruiser in 1915, 
the first American-flag vessel lost in the conflict that 
would become World War I. Others finished in the 
Alaska Packers' “Star” fleet in San Francisco Bay. The 
Erskine M. Phelps, cut down for use as a naval fuel 
barge carried on until after World War II.
